W a s h in g t o n , March 20.—Dawes 
introduced a bill to establish courts 
for Indians 011 the various reservations 
and to extend the protection of the 
laws of the Htates and Territories over 
all Indians. Referred. 
Mitchell offered a preamble and 
resolution (which went over) instruct­ 
ing the Committee on Territories to 
inquire into the validity of an act 
of the Legislature of Washington Ter­ 
ritory, fixing the time for the next 
meeting of the Legislature. 
Berry addressed the Senate 011 the 
subject of the President’s aunual mes­ 
sage. The Senate then proceeded to 
a consideration of the bills on the 
calendar. 
Among the bills passed were the 
following: Appropriating $80,000 for 
a public building in Helena, Mont.

Increasing tho limit of the expendi­ 
ture for the public building at Kan 
Francisco to $850,000. 
Granting right-of-way to the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad Company 
across the military reservation on the 
Uncompaghoe river in Colorado. 
To authorize tho Cheyenne Street I 
Railway Company to build its road on 
aud across the Fort D. Itussell mili- 
turv reservation. 
Appropriating $80,000 for public 
buildings at Cheytnne, Wyoming. 
To authorize the Columbia River 
Bridge Company to construct and 
maintain a bridge across the ('oluinb a 
river, between Oregon and Washing­ 
ton Territory. 
To grant the right-of-way through 
Indian Territory to the St. Louis aud 
San Francisco Railway Company. 
To extend the southern and western 
boundaries of the State of Kansas. 
The House bill to ratify aud con­ 
firm an agreement with the Gros 
Vefitres and other trilies of Crow 
Indians in Montana. (An amend 
ment having been inado to this bill 
looking to a treaty for the removal of 
tho Southern Ute Indians from 
Colorado, a Committee of Conference 
was ordered, and Senators Dawes, 
Daniel and Stockbridge were ap­ 
pointed.' 
In aid of the Centenuial and 
Memorial Association of Valley Forge, 
and to secure the Washington head­ 
quarters mansion and the grounds 
occupied bv the Centennial Army of 
1877-78. 
An appropriation of $20,000 for the 
completion of a monuent to Mary, 
mother of Washington, at Fredericks­ 
burg, Va. 
To have copies of certain National 
medals struck and delivered to cer­ 
tain departments, and to the various 
States and Territories. 
The total number of bills passed was 
01. Adjourned till Saturday.

Enloe reported adversely a resolu­ 
tion calling upon the Postmaster Gen­ 
eral for information as to what instruc­ 
tions had been given subordinate ofli- 
cers of the Postoffice Department, in­ 
tending to prohibit American citizens 
from using the United States mails on 
the samo terms as Canadian citizens 
living in the same vicinity and com­ 
peting in business. He said the reso­ 
lution reflected upon the Postmaster 
General by drtiwing the inferenco that 
ho had violated the law. 
Allen, of Massachusetts, thought 
the spactaele of ono of the majority of 
the Committee of the House bringing 
in an adverse report upon a 
resolution asking official information 
of the head of a great department of 
the Government was unique. 
He 
did not think that the House would 
endorse an adverse report. 
Blount had no objection to the 
House receiving all the information 
on the subject it desired, but he pro­ 
tested against 
the disrespectful 
language of the pending resolution 
which would be regarded as insulting 
if used by the Executive Department 
in addressing Congress. 
Peters, of Kansas, wished to amend 
the resolution by striking out the 
words which were considered to re fleet 
ujxm the department, but was not per­ 
mitted to present his amendment. 
The resolution was tabled—yeas, 125; 
nay 8, 122. 
Randall moved to reconsider the 
vote.

The bill was reported to prohibit 
aliens from acquiring title to mining 
lands within the United States. En­ 
tered on the House calendar. 
The House then went into a Com­ 
mittee of the Whole on the Indian 
Appropriation bill. 
Nelson, of Minnesota, took ad­ 
vantage of the general debate to 
speak upon the tariff question. He 
quoted the Republican platform de­ 
claring in favor of a reduction in the 
tariff' at an early day, and added, 
amidst tho laughter and applause of 
the Democrats, “and now, my 
friends, is the appointed time.”

W a s h in g t o n, March 2D.—Com 
missioner Stockslager, of the General 
Land Office, has sustained the find­ 
ings of the Register and Recorder of 
tho Land Office, at Humboldt, Cali­ 
fornia, in the cases of the timber en 
tries in that district, covering 8,560 
acres of redwood timber land, in 
which fraud* is charged, and has 
ordered that tho entries be cancelled. 
The land is estimated to be worth 
$2 000.000. 
The Secretary of the Interior has di­ 
rected the Commissioner of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office to formally demand 
of the Burlington and Missouri 
river road a reconveyance to the 
United btates of the title of 200,­ 
364 acres of land in Nebraska, hereto­ 
fore patented to that company. The 
Secretary holds that under this grant 
the company was required to take an 
equal quantity of laud from oach side 
of its road, uud that the action of the 
General Land Office in ailowiug them 
to select the 200, 364 acres on the 
north side as indemnity losses on the 
south side was erroneous. He also 
decides that all lands north of the 
definite location of the road, selected 
but not patented to the company, 
shall be cancelled and restored to the 
public domain.

The Chinese Certificate 
Frauds Exposed. 


BOYD MAKES A CONFESSION. 


Railroad Jnbilees at Placerville 
and Victoria—Fires in 
Orejfon.

Kan Francisco, March 29.—A sen­ 
sation was created in the U. S. Cir­ 
cuit Court in the trial of ex-Customs 
Inspector Ciprico and McLean and 
Whaley who were indicted in connec­ 
tion with W. A. Boyd for fraud and 
conspiracy in dealing in Chine e re­ 
turn certificates. W. A. Boyd was 
placed cn tho stand and made n full 
confession to the conspiracy in which 
he said that F. D. Ciprico. E. W. Mc­ 
Lean, J. E Kipp, A. Hinz and him­ 
self were engaged. 
Boyd then explained how the con­ 
spirators obtained possession of so 
many certificates to send to China. 
Hundreds of Chinese were sent to 
tho Chinese registration office at the 
Custom-house, who had no intention 
of going back to China. They got while 
tugs in the same way as they get them 
now. Boyd then made out red certifi­ 
cates ard had them signed in the reg­ 
ular way. He then got the white tag* 
from the Chinese who had registered 
and who had no intention of going to 
China. These white tags were turned 
in at the Custom Hon«»e as evidence 
that the Chinese had departed and 
iho red certificates remained in the 
hands of the conspirators to be sent 
to China at their convenience. As 
mauy as 100 certificates were obtained 
in thi3 manner. With the departure 
of every steamer those certificates 
wont to Hong Kong and were sold, 
and many Chinese were landed 
here 
on 
them. 
After Hinz 
went to China the certificates wore 
scut to him to be disposed of. 
Ciprico, McLean and Kipp were 
cognizant of what was done. The 
steamer that followed the City o: 
Peking carried a big batch of these 
certificates. Ciprico sent them, but 
they all knew they were going. Hinz 
was sent as many as five or six hun­ 
dred certificates in all after his de­ 
parture from Hong Kong, and the 
money was returned for division. 
Frequent conferences were held by the 
men after that time. 
Boyd stated that he had been in­ 
duced to give this evidence for the 
government at the solicitation of As­ 
sistant District Attorney McPike, and 
at the conclusion of the testimony Mc­ 
Pike moved that the charges against 
Boyd be dismissed and that he be dis­ 
missed from custody, which Judge 
Sawyer granted. A nolle prosequi was 
entered m tbe case of ex-inspector 
Whaley, who was indicted on a sim­ 
ilar charge, and an order was made 
directing the Marshal to take Inter­ 
preter Kipp and A. Hinz, who is now 
m this city, into custody, which was 
afterward done. 
In the course of his testimony, Boyd 
said that on the evening of the 9th of 
January, 1885, A. Hinz, Ciprico and 
Kipp called at his house. It was 
agreed that Hinz was to carry some 
certificates to China for those who 
were interested in the scheme. Thoso 
who had an interest in selling the cer­ 
tificates were himself, Hinz, Ciprico, 
McLean and Kipp. On the following 
day Boyd said he saw Ciprico and 
Hinz at the mail dock before the City 
of Peking was to sail. Ciprico up­ 
braided him for not sending more cer­ 
tificates to China bv Hinz. The num­ 
ber agreed upon the previous» even­ 
ing was five hundred. Continuing, 
Boyd said that prior to this occur­ 
rence he, Ciprico, McLean aud Kipp 
met on several occasions at a saloon. 
After several discussions it was agreed 
that the proceeds from the sale of the 
certificates shouid be divided in the 
ratio of $12 to Ciprico, $12 to himself 
and $5 or $7 each to Kipp and Mc­ 
Lean. 
Ciprico, Kipp and Hinz secured 
bail to-night in the sum of $5000each, 
their bonds being approved by As­ 
sistant United States Attorney Weller. 
OREGON PROHIBITIONISTS. 


I P la tfo rm A dopted—Nominee* 
Selected. 
Portland, March 29.—The State 
Prohibition Convention met to-day 
and concluded its labors. The Com­ 
mittee on Platform and Resolutions 
submitted a report, which was adopt­ 
ed with some modifications. Sub- 
tantially 
the platform 
declares 
against the manufacture, sale and 
use of all intoxicants, advocates 
the disfranchisement of paupers, 
illiterates and convicted criminals, 
favors the restoration of all unearned 
land grants, advocates the mainte­ 
nance of tho principles of the inter­ 
state commerce law, favors the elec­ 
tion of United States Senators by 
direct vote of the people, denounces 
the modern trust and other combina­ 
tions as conspiracies against the com­ 
mon weal, favors the abolishment of 
internal revenue, the correction of in­ 
equalities and the elimination of un­ 
just discriminations in the present 
tariff schedule, advocates the prohibi­ 
tion of the importation of con­ 
tract labor, to prevent the landing 
so far as possible of all Socialists, 
anarchists, criminals and paupers, 
and so to amend tbe naturalization 
laws as to make a longer residence 
conditional to citizenship. 
Prof. G. M. Miller was unanimous­ 
ly nominated for Congress. The 
nomination for Supreme Judge was 
left to the Executive Committee. Dr. 
A. C. Kinney, of Astoria, B. T. Ramp, 
of Douglass county, and I. F. Camp­ 
bell, Polk county, were nominated 
Presidential Electors. Delegates to 
the National Prohibition Convention 
were selected and a State Central 
Commirtee, after which the Conven­ 
tion adjourned si?te die.

S o u th V a lle jo , March 29.—The 
Coroner’s jury investigating the causes 
of the explosion of the boilers of the 
steamer Julia on the 27th of February, 
whereby the vessel was wrecked and 
twenty-one persons killed, returned 
their verdict to day. T ht*tfo._*jg 


the full report, omitting the names of 
tbe dead: “We believe that the cause 
of the explosion was, first, that 
the boilers wore not sufficiently strong 
to carry one hundred pounds of steam 
l>er square inch of the surface. We 
believe that boilers intended for the 
use of fluid fuel should be differently 
constructed and-of a more different 
type to those used on board the 
Julia. We further believe that while 
we are not prepared to say that the 
use of fluid as a fuel was the primary 
c ui8e of the explosion, we do believe 
that it added largely to the loss of life 
after the explosion had occurred by 
instantaneously enveloping the whole 
of the central or midship part of the 
boat in flames, thereby preventing 
the escape of those who were unfor­ 
tunate enough to be in that part of 
tho boat, or allowing any efforts 
from 
the outside to save them 
from death. We believe that those 
who were responsible for the employ­ 
ment of the fireman employed, did 
not use proper care in the selection of 
one to fire with liquid fuel, for we be­ 
lieve that the one who was on duty 
at the time of the explosion, was 
not fully 
qualifiod 
for 
the 
position. 
We 
further 
believe 
that 
the United 
States local 
inspector of boilers was careless and 
negligent in the discharge of his 
duties in not making himself familiar 
with the thickness and quality of the 
iron from which the boilers of the 
Julia were constructed. We condemn 
tbe habit of giving a certificate for a 
thickness of metal greater than it 
really is. We need go no further 
than h¡8 owu testimony given before 
this jury on Wednesday evening, 
March 21st, when, in answer to a 
question frcm a juror, he stated that 
had he known tho real thickness of 
the iron in the boilers he would 
not 
have 
given 
a certificate 
allowing a pressure of 110 pounds per 
square inch. We further believe that 
petroleum is a dangerous compound 
when used as liquid fuel, and we be­ 
lieve that its use should ho prohibited 
by law on all steam passenger or ferry 
boats.”

Toledo, March 29.—A tremendous 
crowd was gathered in tho vicinity of 
of Hon. Bichard Waite’s house, for 
the funeral of Chief Justice Waite to­ 
day. The city is thronged with 
strangers, and business is entirely 
suspended. Flags are flying at half­ 
mast, and emblems of mourning are 
displayed everywhere. 
At 10 o’clock a special train bearing 
the remains of the Chief Justice rolled 
into the Pennsylvania depot, and the 
funeral party alighted. The casket 
containing the body was at once re­ 
moved to the hearse and 
the funeral cortege 
Proceeded ui> Summit street in the 
following oraer: 
Squad of Police. Toledo Bar Associa­ 
tion, City Council, Mayor and other 
City Officials, Body with Guard of 
Honor,composed of the Toledo Cadets; 
Justices of the Supremo Court in Car­ 
riages, Citizens on foot and in Car­ 
riages. 
The remains wore taken to tho 
residence of Richard Waite, brother 
ot the deceased, to enable Mrs. Waite 
and other members of the family to 
obtain a private view. 
The casket was borne into the 
house by a squad of the Toledo Ca­ 
dets. Upon the casket lay a beautiful 
wreath from President * and Mrs. 
Cleveland, and two palms crossed, 
and the room was filled with beauti­ 
ful floral tributes. 
After the casket 
was placed in the parlor, the pall­ 
bearers and others retired. The re­ 
mains were privately viewed by Mrs. 
Waite and other members of the fam­ 
ily. That there should be 
no unnecessary display 
The cvremonics of the day were as 
simple as possible to make them. Tbe 
casket was carried by a squad of the 
Toledo cadets, and they and the pall 
beaiers made up a simple procession 
to the guild rooms where the body 
was to lie in state.

SWITCHMEN MAKING TBOCBLK. 


Tlie St. Paul Switchmen Join 
in a Strike of Short 
Duration. 


I Associated Press Dlnpatche* to the B i u u l 
C h icaoo , March 29.—The first seri­ 
ous trouble sinoe the inauguration ot 
the Burlington switchmen’s strike 
occurred this afternoon about 5 
o’clock, at Kinzie street and,Wester■ 
avenue. A Burlington switch engine 
and crow attempted to transfer some 
freight cars to the Northwestern track. 
A crowd of switchmen of other roede, 
together with a miscellaneous crowd 
of roughs, were standing about and 
jeering the new men. When the 
train reached Western avenue the 
switch was thrown By some one, and 
a number of cars were ditched. The 
mob then drove the freight engineer 
and the new switchmen away, using 
them roughly. Six or eight Pinker­ 
ton men were on the tiain, and at­ 
tempted to repel the atta* k, but 
were auickly disarmed, ond took 
to 
their 
heels 
to 
escape 
the mob. General Superintendent 
Bossier, of the Burlington road, 
who was 011 the train, was soon 
recognized by the mob and set upon. 
He was badly used ud, having both, 
eyes blacked and being badly pun­ 
ished, but finally he made his escape 
into the switchhouse. Thirty city po­ 
licemen were then brought to tbe 
scene aud the mob quickly dispersed. 
William Quirk, a Milwaukee and St. 
Paul switchman, was arrested. The 
crowd followed him to the West Madi­ 
son street station and offered any 
amount of bail for his release. The 
police refused, however, and locked 
dm up. The Milwaukee and St. Paul 
switchmen then in a race decided to 
quit work, and immediately deserted 
their trains. The whole,yard force of 
switchmen, engineers and firemen, 
227 in all, stopped, leaving 28 engine» 
standing on the track. It is supposed 
that the brakemen of the same road 
will go out to night. 
An evening paper asserts that at a 
meeting of the engineers, firemen and 
switchmen this aiternoon, representa­ 
tives from all the roads resolved that 
a general boycott should be declared 
against Burlington freight on all the 
lines. The sentiment expressed waa 
that the Burlington road had gone too 
far; there was no reason why tbe de* 
mand of the engineers should not 
have been complied with. 
The Burlington road put forty new 
switchmen at work to-day and are 
gradually raising the blockades in 
their yards. No freight has yet been 
offered other roads except to tbe 
Stockyards Transit Company, the 
manager of which this afternoon noti­ 
fied the Burlington that he was on- 
able to do any tiling with the “Q” 
cars, because the company’s switch­ 
men would not touch them. The 
truth of the rumored boycott on other 
roads remains to be seen. Various 
roads in the city have an enormoos 
number of cars consigned to the Bur­ 
lington road on their tracks and must 
get rid of them soon to avoid a 
Dlockade] 
QUICKLY ENDED. 
The strike of the St. Paul men 
ame to an end as quickly as it began 
to-day. At 8:30 p. m. twe officials of 
the St. Paul Company succeeded in 
having Quirk released on bail. He 
went at once to where the strikers 
were in session and was greeted with 
enthusiasm. His presence put the 
men in good humor, and it was speed­ 
ily resolved that a resumption of 
work was the proper course to pursue. 
By 9 p. m. they were again at their 
posts and everything on the fct. Paul 
was moving along smoothly, aa 
though nothing unusual had hap­ 
pened. _________________

The Evidence All In for 
Both Sides. 


TH E DEFENDANT'S EPILEPSY 


T ke F ite From W hich He Suffer 
ed W hen a Child—Heart 


Disease Later On. 


The Calzado m urder trial was re­ 
sumed yesterday m orning in Judge 
Cheney’s Court, the usual crowd of 
carious spectators being present. YYra. 
J . Foley, the attorney for the defense, 
asked to be sworn, and upon taking 
the stand testified as to the accuracy 
of the notes of the reporter made at 
the preliminary exam ination before 
Judge Austin, there appearing to be a 
material variance of the testimony. 
E . 
Calzada testified : I am a brother 
of Francisco Calzada. 1 do not know 
how old I am, but know I was born in 
Sonora, Mexico. My brother was also 
bora in Mexico, where he lived until 
about eight years of age. 
\\ e were 
raised together in the family of my 
grand-parents,our parents being dead. 
My brother suffered when a child 
from alferecía. 
[ The interpreter here 
stated that he was unable to translate 
the word literally into English, but 
that it was his opinion it meant some 
kind of a fit.] Attorney Folev ob­ 
jected to the ahswer and a9ked that 
another interpreter be called, stating 
that the translation was an epileptic 
fit. A Spanish dictionary was intro­ 
duced and the word alferecía found to 
be epileptic fits. Continuing, witness 
■aid: 
He often had such spells. He 
would commence to tremble, roll his 
eyes and fall to the ground with a 
■cream. 
These attacks were brought 
on by a punishm ent received at the 
hands of hiB uncle. 
His uncle took 
him iuto a field about a mile from the 
house, tied his feet to a tree and 
lashed him . 
After that time he had a 
sickness of the heait. 
He would 
often 
commence 
to tremble and 
then sit a long time in silence. 
I left 
Mexico in 1872, but Francisco came to 
the United Sta’es some time before. 
I next met him at Santa Maria, Santa 
Barbara County. 
I was frequently 
with him after that and know of him 
having two spells in fits. Once in San 
Luis Obispo County while he was at 
m y place he took one of the fits. 
He 
clenched his teeth and seemed un­ 
conscious. 
He took up a shirt be­ 
longing to me and tore it into pieces. 
(A letter was introduced, exhibited 
to witne-s and identified as one writ­ 
ten by Francisco Calzada.) 
1 visited Francisco after he was 
m arried, which was some six or seven 
years ago. 
He appeared to be living 
<juietly and happily with bis family. 
Jose Luis Lugo testified: I know 
Francisco Calzada, having lived near 
him on the Rancho de Los Lugo for 
about a year. 
I know Francisco la­ 
bored under a deformity. 
The first 
time I noticed it was once when he 
came to my house in the morning. 
I 
asked him to come in and get break­ 
fast. 
He came in and I noticed he 
was very pale. 
1 asked him if he was 
sick. 
He replied, “ Yes I suffer 
from heart disease.” 
I noticed he 
was uneasy and nervous. 
I offered 
him coffee but he refused and asked 
for water. 
H e appeared to be tired 
and worn out. 
I asked him v hy he 
did not take something for his sick­ 
ness. 
He said he did not think it any 
use as he could not get well. 
He in­ 
herited the disease from his father. 
This was the first time I ever noticed 
his deformity. 
The next time was 
about ten days after when I went to 
his house and found him laboring 
under the same sickness. 
He was 
shaking, rolling his eyes about, froth­ 
ing at tne m outh and apparently out 
of ni8 right mind. 
He appeared ex­ 
asperated and his wife was unable to 
control him. 
I assisted her until he 
recovered. 
Court adjourned until half past one 
o'clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The attorney for the defense read 
the paper in the habeas corpus case, 
the substance of which was given in 
W ednesday’s account of the trial. 
The first witness introduced in the 
afternoon was an aged Spaniard, Fran­ 
cisco Quinjado, who testified: 
I am 
■eventy-eight years old. I remember 
having testified in a habeas corpus 
case brought by Calzada in June last. 
Louise Calzada lived in my house 
about a m onth some tim e prior to the 
killing. W hile she occupied my house 
a man by the name of Jesus Romero 
lived with her. 
At this juncture Francisco’s little 
three-year-old girl was brought to the 
aged witness, and he was asked if he 
recognized the little one. 
As soon as 
the child saw the old m an she ran 
laughing into his arm s. 
Francisco came to my house whiie 
Louise was residing there, and asked 
if any one was living with her. I had 
to tell him the truth. 
He did not ap­ 
pear to be sorry, but smiled and 
■eemed contented. 
I told Francisco 
that his wife and the children were 
occupying the same bed with Romero. 
He laughed and said, I do not want 
the woman, but I do w ant my chil­ 
dren. 
Isabella Calzada, the oldest daugh­ 
ter of Francisco, being called, testi­ 
fied: I am twelve years old. 
I know 
iny father had some kind of spells. 
H e had one a ebort time before moth­ 
e r's death. It was just before he went 
to Santa Barbara. 
I know of his hav­ 
ing had two spells of sickness. It was 
heart trouble they told me. Once he 
fell down on the bed, got very white, 
clenched his teeth and trembled. I 
do not think he knew what be was 
doing. 
The second time he acted 
jast the same as the flr?t lime but it 
did not last so long. 
He was over it 
in about an hoar. 
I rem ember when 
we were brought into coait and given 
into the custody of m other. 
Refore 
that time father always treated mother 
kindly. I rem ember when my mother 
was killed. We were in the court in 
front of the house when father came 
op to the gate. 
M other met him 
and he 
kissed 
her 
and 
asked 
for 
my 
little 
sister, 
Catalena. 
Mother called to her and father 
took her up saying, “ W hat a pretty 
little girl Catalena is.” M other said, 
“ Give her to m e ; yop want to take 
her away.” She then took Catalena 
away 
and 
father drew a pistol. 
Mother started to run and dropped 
asy little sister, but father shot her in 
Mm shoulder. He shot her five times, 
and itarted to go away. 
H e then 
torned around and went to her and 
■hot her again. 
Before the shooting father 
told 
mother he bad come for as. She said, 
“ You cannot have them,” and then 
to o t Catalepa away from him. 
He 
than shot mother. 
He gritted his 
i when he was shooting. 
•. Haynes testified : I am a prac- 
' 
'■ 
I have often treated 


persons afflicted with epilepsy. 
Per­ 
sons subject to such disease have lit­ 
tle control over themselves. The will 
power is weakened, the passions more 
intense and the moral faculties im­ 
paired. 
M ental unsoundness often 
precedes and follows an epileptic fit. 
A patient never remembers anything 
done by him while in an epileptic fit, 
though he might remember a thing 
done during an epileptic mania. 
_ 
The defense announced that with 
this witness it rested its case. 
Mrs. 8. B. Lugo called in rebuttal 
I by the prosecution testified: I kne w 
' Francisco Calzada and his w ife for 
about three months prior to Louise’s 
leath. 
They lived about 100 feet 
from our place. 
Sometimes they ap­ 
peared to get along well enough, but 
at other times they disagreed. 
I did 
not consider the difficulties trifling. 
Calzada threw his wife’s furniture out 
of the house and I consider that pret­ 
ty hard. 
. 
The case was closed with the intro­ 
duction of the last evidence. 
On account of the illness of Attor­ 
ney Foley a recess was ordered until 
3 r. m . to-day when the arguments 
will be hea d.

The W est End Property Owners’ 
Union held another harmonious and 
interesting meeting on Wednesday 
evening. 
UnlU o similar organitations in other 
flections oí the city, no fault was 
found with the city or other corpora 
tions for lack of needed improvements, 
but it was determined to depend en­ 
tirely upon their own exertions. With 
two cable roads this part of the town 
has the best communication w ith the 
business center of the city and the 
w ater system and supply—obtained 
from three Fources—is equal to any in 
the city. 
Of course there are some 
im provements and repairs the city 
m ight make, for instance Beaudry 
avenue—a graded street—is so full of 
m ounds and ravines that it would 
worry an able-bodied man to wheel 
an empty wheel barrow from Témple 
street to'Bellevue avenue, yet with a 
view to the healthfulness and con­ 
venience of the public the city with 
great persistency succeeds in haviug 
its sprinklers every day, rain orshine, 
to the great delight and satisfaction 
of the peop’e of that locality. 
Then as to light there is one elec­ 
tric light m ast to every five or six 
miles of teriitory. 
Tire committees appointed at the 
last meeting reported as follows: The 
Committee on Sewers first reported 
th a t it had investigated and learned 
that a sewer system had been begun 
or projected to 
begin, 
at Negro 
Slough, eighteen miles south of this 
city, and in the direction in which 
the city is growing, and that at some 
future period between now and the 
year A. I). 1900, a branch of th a 1- sys­ 
tem would penetrate the hills, but the 
committee 
further 
reported 
that 
nature had furnished a natural system 
of drainage which would carry off the 
garbage and sewerage at least once a 
year, iu “ the direction in which the 
city is growing.” On motion the re­ 
port was received and two younger 
men were added to the committee, 
hoping th at they might live to see the 
work completed. 
Committee con­ 
tinued. 
The C om m ittee'on Gas was next 
called. 
They came up smiling, one 
at a time, and rejwrted that there 
were bet ween two and three hundred 
first-class dwellings in the district 
west of Pearl street and north of 
Fourth many oi which were provided 
with gas pipe connections, but that 
there were no gas m ains further west 
than Bunker H iil avenue; that the 
old gas company had intended to ex­ 
tend their pipes to the hills, but on 
account of the burning of one building 
on the hills they had determined not 
to do eo until after Mr. Cleveland 
was inaugurated for a second term . 
A nother member of tlia committee 
had seen the W ater Gas Company 
which expected to lay forty miles of 
gas mains this year, and reported that 
after they had supplied that part of 
the city jn “ the direction in whicli the 
city is growing,”they would investigate 
this section. This committee was also 
continued. Last, but not least, the 
committee on street improvements re­ 
ported th at there were more streets 
being graded and improved at the 
present time between Pearl street and 
Alvarado street, and Angelefio Heights 
and Fourth street, than in any district 
of the same size in the city. They 
recom mend the widening ol Temple 
street to eighty feet from Pearl street 
to Union avenue, the grading of Lake 
Shore avenue from Temple street, the 
grading of Bellevue avenue to city 
lim its, and the grading of all the 
the streets between Cincinnati and 
Pearl from Bellevue avenue to Second 
street, and the opening of Cincinnati 
street to State street, and that peti­ 
tions be immediately prepared and 
signed to present to the Council. 
R e­

T he evening advocate of the very 
objectionable, defective and dangerous 
charter subm itted to the people, airs 
its knowledge of the commercial status 
of Los Angeles in 1877, when our pres­ 
ent charter was adopted, by this 
choice morrea u: 
“ Our charter was made for a frontier 
village, at a tim e when its authors 
hoped for nothing better than that 
Los Angeles should be the m art for 
buying tbe hides and wool of the 
graziers in this valley, and the depot 
of supply for the saddles, lariats 
tobacco, ' whisky 
and 
other hare 
necessities of those who owned the 
herds of cattle and bands of sheep 
that grazed on the grounds now oc­ 
cupied by vineyards, orange groves 
and valuable residence sites.” 
The dense ignorance of the history 
of our city displayed in the above ex­ 
tract disqualifies the writer from in 
telligentlv discussing the charter or 
any other local subject. W hen the 
present charter was adopted, Los .An­ 
geles was a city of 15,000 inhabitants. 
Rut a small portion of her trade was 
derived 
from 
wool-growing, 
and 
none at all 
from cattle 
grazing. 
Extensive vineyards and orange or­ 
chards afforded the principal basis of 
her commerce. 
Wheat-growing had 
become an im portant industry, and 
Arizona gave us a m arket for our bar­ 
ley, which was raided in large quanti­ 
ties. Our wines formed u considerable 
article of commerce, and 'inure ior» 
was raised in Los Angeles county than 
in any cither county in the State. 
Jn- 
j stead of herds of cattle “ grazing on the 
the ground now occupied by our vine­ 
yards and orange groves,” our butch­ 
ers weie principally supplied with 
beef cattle from Texas and Arizona. 
The trade of Los Angeles was stim u 
lated by the mines of Cerro Gordo, 
Darwin and Inyo, of whi h this city 
was the commercial center. Honey, oil 
and walnuts were 
exported, 
and 
at the time indicated, we exported 
our wheat to England from San Pedro 
by the shipload. The rem arks of our 
evening contemporary have not been 
true of Los Angeles since 1863. The 
drouth of that year decimated the 
cattle on our thousand hills, and 
turned tho attention of our people 
to agriculture. 
Through the 
aid 
of irrigation the phenomenally pro­ 
ductive character of our country was 
dem onstrated, and from that time 
agriculture took the place of stock- 
raising, and our city steadily grew into 
a flourishing center of commerce.

Terrible Mine Explosion 
Near Kansas City. 


LARGE NUMBER OF VICTIMS. 


D eadly F ire Damp Creates Fear­ 


ful Havoc— P articu lars of 


the D isaster. 


I Asociated Press Dispatches to the H e b a l p . I 


K a n s a s C i t y , March 2 9 .—The fol­ 
lowing dispatch lias juBt been received 
from Rich H ill, M o.: About 4 o’clock 
this afternoon there was a rumbling 
sound in mine No. 6 at this place, and 
a moment after a terrible explosion 
th at entirely wrecked the mine and 
buried in the débrii over a hundred 
m iners, who were cut oir from all es­ 
cape. 
Forty bodies have already 
been taken out. The superintendent 
of the mine was taken out badly in­ 
jured, but will survive. 
In the ter­ 
rible excitem ent and confusion it is 
impossible to give a list of the names, 
or even an estim ate as to the full ex 
tent of the disaster, but it is now 
thought that over lif'y men were 
killed. 
The mine is situated six miles 
distant from the town. 
There were 
two explosions, and it is said the total 
loss of life will reach sixty men. Rich 
H ill is located in Bates county, about 
sixty-live miles south of Kansas City. 
Later—The Journal’« special from 
Rich Hill says: The most terrible 
disaster that lias ever occurred in the 
W est, happened at noon to-day in 
K eith G P erry’s No. 6 mine, and as a 
result, a Urge num ber of men are en­ 
tombed and thousands of dollars worth 
of property destroyed. 
Just at the 
dinner hour, when then the men were 
ascending eight at a time on the cage, 
a terrible gas 
explosion 
occurred 
which filled every entry with flames 
of fire which shot out of the shaft. 
I t cannot be ascertained to-night just 
how many men are yet in the mine, 
but at 11 o’clock one m an was taken 
out dead. Tlie work of removing the 
debris and clearing the shaft has been 
going on all the afternoon, but it will 
be several hours before much can be 
done towards 
entering 
the mine 
proper. 
A Journal reporter called at the res­ 
idence of the Superintendent at 11 
o’clock, and found him propped up in 
a chair, with his face and hands ban­ 
daged, and scarcely aide to talk, but 
ho made the following statem ent: 
“ At just seven minutes after noon I 
was telephoned that an explosion had 
occurred at No. 0. 
I went out as soon 
as possible and found the south cage, 
on which the men always ascend, 
stuck in the shaft. I went down on a 
tub lowered with ropes and found all 
the men badly burned and in a frenzy, 
in fact they were crazy, some shouting 
and others singing. 
We finally m an­ 
aged to be hoisted by means of ropes 
and pulleys, in a fainting condition, 
and it was then ascertained that the 
north cage could be worked. 
I then 
called for volunteers to go down with 
me to see if any poor fellows at the 
bottom could " be got 
out. 
Robert 
Buck, Geo. H enry, Chas. Smallwood 
and Mat. 
Duhlciiand 
responded. 
W hen we reached the bo‘torn I looked 
through into the entry and saw a 
light, and I asked who was there. 
A 
voice responded, “ G ray,” and I tohl 
him to put out his light'. I then asked 
him to crawl to me, but he was so ex­ 
hausted th at he could not do so, and 
I reached through the small aperture 
and dragged him onto the cage. Just 
as this was done the wind rushed with 
the velocity of n cyclone up the entry 
putting out all our lights but one. 
This was followed by two loud reports 
and a seething flame of lire which 
came with deafening roar, completely 
enveloping us and snooting out of the 
m outh of the shaft, 240 feet above our 
heads. 
Wo were all horribly burned 
and I thought our tim e had come. 
The flames ceased as suddenly as 
they had come and we had to aban 
don the attem pt to save the others. 
I yelled to the men on top to hoist 
away, and after what seemed hours 
we were started up and taken out in 
safety, though badly 
burned and 
greatly exhausted. 
It is probable 
that all who were in the mine at the 
time of the first explosion are dead. 
About eighty-five m iners arc em ­ 
ployed in this mine. They are mostly 
negroes w ho came from Springfield, 
III., when the mine was first opened, 
less than a year ago. 
Rich Hii.l, Mo , March 29.—No 
further particulars are obtainable to­ 
night, but it is claimed that not more 
than thirty m en were in the mine.

POLICE COMMISSION. 


Investigation of <;iinrgc* Against 
¡Several Officer*. 
The Board of Police Commissioners 
m et yesterday afternoon in the May­ 
or’s office with Hon. W. II. Workman 
in the chair. 
The minute» of the pre­ 
vious meeting were read aud approved. 
The Chief of Police having reported 
favorably th e following saloon licenses 
Aere granted: 
G. M. Thorpe, Albert 
Muenzi-nmeir, Luckeman & Schmidt, 
F. F. Frazier and Jam es D. Gilman. 
The investigation of the charge of 
cruelty to anim als preferred against 
Officers Fowler and Arnaz by Mr. Col­ 
lier and others was then gone into. 
Mr. Collier testified: 
On Sunday, 
March 11th, I was ou Kurlz street, 
and my boy came to mo and told mo 
that the policemen had got the cows 
and was driving them to the pound 
and that Officer Fowler used abvsive 
language to him . 
I went on to the 
hospital, and there saw the policemen 
coming with the cattle. I a*ked Fow­ 
ler what was the m atter, and who h id 
given him authority to drive the cat­ 
tle away. 
I protested with him , but 
he drove the cattle on. Officer Arnarz 
helping him . At the city pound 
1 asked him why he had sworn at the 
boy, and he told me that he was not 
seeking a row, hut he was always 
ready for one. The Chief of Police 
told me th a t he had never received 
any com plaints about my cows. 
It 
took over a week’s extra feeding to 
bring back the supply of milk. The 
land the cows were feeding on be­ 
longed to the city, and has been 
roamed over by cat tle for a great many 
years. 
CrosR-examination: I did not tell 
the officer th at I would prevent him 
from taking the cattle to the pound. 
Mr. J. E. Megie testified: I saw the 
officers near the hospital in charge of 
the cattle. 
I heard Collier protest 
against the officer takiug his catt'e to 
the pound. 
I saw there were some 
of my cattle there, and asked the 
office if I could pay the poundage 
then. 
Ho teld me I would have to go 
to th e pound. 
I followed on. 
We 
were w alking.but the cattle gaiued on 
us. 
1 think the officers had a ’ariat 
or a rope in their hands. They gal­ 
loped the cattle through a bridge, and 
continued lashing them up to Upper 
Main streot. 
We caught up to them 
before tiiey reached the pound. My 
cattle were considerably reduced in 
milk. 
Cross-examined: 
I 
saw Fowler 
strike the cows several times. 
. 
Mr. C. K. Short testified: I saw the 
officers with the cows, and they had 
two of mine. I asked w hat the dam ­ 
age was, and said I would pay my 
poundage and take my cows horn■*.. 
They told me that they could not take 
the money, and said 1 would have to 
go to the City Pound. 
R. A. Ling testified: 
I had 
he 
cattle taken te the pound, as they had 
become a nuisance. 
My house is 
near to this pasture, and there are a 
num ber of bulls there, and the scenes 
enacted are disgraceful. The stench 
is also unbearable. 1 saw the’officeis 
driving the cattle away, and said : 
’Thank 
God 
that 
the 
Chief 
of 
Police 
has 
at 
last 
taken 
steps to abate this nuisance.” The 
cattle ran when they got near the in­ 
tersection of the sireetB. 
Crass-exam ined: My garden was 
rooted up with bulls, but I do uot 
think they belonged to Mr. Collier. I 
do not think the officers drove them 
too fast. 
Officer Arnaz testified: We were or­ 
dered to take all slock straying on city 
lauds. On the corner of Mission street 
near the hospital we m et Mr. Collier 
I did not hear what he said to Officer 
Fowler, but he never spoke to ine. 
I 
have driven cows since I was nine 
fears old and used no cruelty. 
I be- 
ieve a herd of forty cannot be made 
to run by one or two hoi semen. 
We 
wont faster than a walk through the 
bridge, as one cow went iuto the river 
bed and I went after it. I believe that 
any cow will run to overtake the main 
held 
Officer R. Fowlor testified: I was 
ordered to go out there and bring in 
the stock that was straying on the 
city land. We went out and I asked 
the boys who were herding the caitlo 
whose cattle they were. They told 
mo, and I told them to go and toll 
their masters that the cattle were going 
to be taken to the pound. Mr. Collier 
asked m e w hat authority I had to 
take the cattle and I told him I was 
an officer and that if he wanted to 
make any com plaint he had better go 
to the police station. A t the pound I 
told him the same. 
I spoke as a gen­ 
tleman to Mr. Collier. It was he who 
did the loud talking and made ti e 
fuss. 
The Chief moved that the charges 
against Officers Fowler and A rnar, 
in regard to cruelty to auim als, be 
dismissed. 
M otion carried. 
Mr. Collier was then informed that 
if he would bring the boy who stated 
FoWler had used vulgar language, 


and the charge was substantiated, the 
board woultf certainly investigate the 
m atter and punish the officer. 
The Chief moved th a t as Officer 
Fowler ha«l apologized to Mr. 8chim 
mel, the charges against him be dis­ 
missed. 
Mr. Schimmel said he was satisfied 
that the officer had not meant to do 
him any harm , and be had decided to 
withdraw the charge of conduct un­ 
becoming an officer. 
Mr. Schimmel 
was allowed to withdraw the charge. 
In reference to the clu r_e preferred 
by Julian Valdez against Officer S. 
Arguello for a debt of $37, 
Mr. Val­ 
dez stated that Arguello owed him 
$37 and all he wanted was the pay­ 
ment of it. 
Officer Arguello stated that he only 
owed $27.50 and had paid $10 on ac­ 
count. 
It was his cousin who had 
contracted the debt of $37 and Valdez 
had held him (Arguello) responsible 
for it. 
Mr. Valdez stated that they had a 
separate 
account against Arguello’s 
cousin and brought his beek-keoper to 
prove the accounts. 
Arguello stated that he had never 
kept a horse in Valdez’s stables as 
charged on the bill and produced a 
contract 
account. 
Whereupon 
Arguello 
w a s ordered to pay $30 in 
monthly installm ents of $10. 
L. G. H arris and J. C. Kictuud- 
son were appointed regular officers. 
A petition was read, asking that 
Mrs. H. A. W atson of the Girls’ 
Home be appointed a regular police 
officer in the pay of the city. 
The M ayor said ho was in favor of 
the appointm ent of Mrs. Watson. 
Chief Cuddy objected to it and said 
that he believed it would be a waist 
of money, and the proper thing to do 
would be to build a Reform School. 
On motion of Mr. Hum phreys the 
m atter was referred to the Council.
